Charles T. Douds, reglona^NLRB 
director, says that the complaint 
accuses both Local 915 of the I.T.U., 
with headquarters in Freeport, N. 
Y., and the I.T.U., with headquar­ 
ters in Indianapolis, of violating 
three sections of the act, which 
state it is an unfair labor practice 
to: 
►“Refuse to bargain collective­ 
ly with an employer. 
►“Restrain or coerce employees 
in the exercise of their rights to 
join or not to join a labor organi­ 
sation. 
►“Cause or attempt to cause an 
employer to discriminate against 
an employee, with respect to whom 
membership" in a labor organisa­ 
tion has been denied or termin­ 
ated on some ground other than 
his failure to tender the periodic 
dues and the initiation fees uni­ 
formly required as a condition of 
acquiring 
or 
retaining 
member 
ship". 
NLRB headquarters in Washing 
ton said the complaint was the first 
filed by a newspaper against the 
I.T.U, since It decided this sum 
m er not to make written contracts 
in the future. 
Jn Baltimore, a group of print 
lng firms had filed a similar com 
plaint. 
Subsequently, 
the 
l.T.U. 
local there offered to sign a writ­ 
ten contract, but an agreement was 
not reached by the time the old 
one expired Tuesday midnight and 
union officers told their men to 
report for work without one.

Thus, when Groat Britain or France 
or Italy says that they are short of 
dollars, what they really mean is 
that they have produced too little 
of the goods they can export to be 
able to buy the goods they need. 
So, we earn a dollar. Once upon

a time it was a silver dollar. And ; 
if we had enough of them, we could 
get some gold pieces. It used to be 
that whatever a man earned was 
Ills own, to spend, to save, to give 
away, Hi invest. Today only part 
of it Is his, The remainder is owned 
by his government. In most cases, 
the government does not trust, the 
earner and has its share withheld. 
Fo the earner has his dollar less 
what 
the government has taken 
away. That so-called money Is a 
receipt for hts labor. Ho therefore, 
knows whether he is well off. or 
not, by computing the number of 
hours of labor it takes him to buy 
a pound of meat, a pound of butter, 
a shirt, a pair of shoes, and so or« 
for all the commodities to which 
he and his family are accustomed. 
If his earnings bring him less, he 
Is doing badly no matter how many 
dollars he ei.rns. If tney bring him 
more, he is doing better. In other 
words, the dollar is not the cri­ 
terion What is purchasable for an 
hour, or a week or a month or a 
year of work is the criterion. 


SOME C O U N T R I E S are natural­ 
ly richer in commodies than others. 
For 
instance, countries like the 
United States. Soviet JluHsia. Brazil 
and the Argentine are very well 
off in commodities. Other countries 
are situated poorly geographically 
and are lacking in resources. Those 
who are well off ought to be able 
to get more for their money, be­ 
cause what they need, they have 
at home. Those who are badly off 
have to use a share of their earn­ 
ings to buy what Ir essential from 
any country that has a surplus. 
Such peoples have to work h ard­ 
er because they must produce more 
to exchange for what they need. 
Money is not exchanged. Goods 
and services are exchanged. Money 
is only the symbol for calculating 


or begging dollars. It lies in pro 
during 
more 
goods, 
in 
working 
harder at longer hours, so that they 
can exchange what they can make 
for what they need. 


T H E B R IT I S H , for a long time, 
understood the operation of money 
better than any other people jn 
earth. Lacking resources and find­ 
ing it necessary to import goods 
in large quantities, particularly as 
their population and manufactures 
grew, they developed unusual man ­ 
agerial skills. They functioned ex­ 
traordinarily well as moneylenders 
— that la as hankers who discovered 
unused reservoirs of wealth and 
put them to work wherever pos­ 
sible The Scotch were very capable 
in this field. To supplement them, 
the 
British 
imported 
unusually 
t killed German Jews who possessed 
amazing knowledge of the ebb and 
flow of goods arid services. Such 
persons were called financiers. 
The British have lost their skill 
at tnls art. In fact, it has become 
a lost arf - perhaps only temporar­ 
ily. And that Is why the world suf­ 
fers such economic confusion. The 
college professors and expert econ­ 
omists rarely understand the work­ 
ings of money, although they write 
voluminously about it. Few of them 
ever have made money work. The 
greatest of the moderns. John May­ 
nard Keynes, only knew how to 
make money sterile. Harry Hopkins 
knew only how to waste it. 
The present money operators in 
Washington ar e all soft, sweet gen­ 
tlemen. whose hearts bleed easily, 
but who do not understand that 
money is nothing hut a receipt for 
production. Therefore, it is produc­ 
tion that is reality. That the old 
moneylenders. 
particularly 
the 
British, tho Scotch and the Ger­ 
man 
Jews, 
understood 
perfectly. 
They made money work.

In return, we may expect vilification 
copied out of Voelklacher Beobachter, the news 
paper of Hitler, their former ally. The important 
thing la to conatder the source and not fight 
ahadowa by engaging in fish wife brawls with 
Russians.

"pHIR IS Newspaper Week, which the nation's 
* newspapers observe annually to call attention 
to the function of the press in community and 
national life. "Your newspaper—serving freedom 
by serving you,” is th# slogan for this year's ob­ 
servance. 
Newspaper Week this year comes at a time 
when officials of our government are engaged in 
a sharp series of verbal exchanges with the Bus­ 
tian*, whose press is not free, according to the 
American concept. The words of both the Rus­ 
sians and our own leaders are recorded in the 
American press. The Russian press presents only 
the arguments of their own leaders, for in Russia 
the government c m do no wrong and is above 
criticism. That idea has been at variance with 
American thought since the earliest times, the 
first amendment lo the Constitution prohibiting 
abridgement of free speech or the press. 
The unhampered gathering of informal Ion and 
opinion is one of tile most important elements in 
a government by a free people, for such a govern­ 
ment can’t endure without it. 
In order to know tne true issues facing their 
government the people must have access to in­ 
formation they can trust. Lacking that informa­ 
tion. It Is Impossible for them to guard their civil 
rights, and once those rights are lost, the people 
become serfs of the government. That is the pre­ 
dicament of a large segment of the world's popu­ 
lation today.

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I’m-Not-A-Communist Oath

tASHINGTON, Oct. 2 — Here’s 
an explanation of the present 
excitement about unions, commun­ 
ists, the new labor law and the 
labor board. 
It all revolves around an I’m-not- 
a-Communist oath. Hut, before Ro- 
In*? Into that, here’s a little back­ 
ground. 
The A.F.L. and CJO. are not 
themselves unions. They’re organ­ 
isations of unions, The A.F.L. is 
made up of more than IOO unions. 
There are 41 in the C I.O. 
Each of these individual unions, 
of course, has its own/officers. 
But the A.F.L. and C I O. have offi­ 
cers, too. 


The A.F.L has a president, Wil­ 
liam Green, a secretary-treasurer, 
and 
13 
vice-presidents 
who are 
presidents of A.F.L. unions. 
The 
C.I.O. 
has 
a 
president, 
Philip Murray, a secretary-treasur­ 
er, and nine vice-presidents who 
are presidents of C.I.O. unions. So 
much for background. 


L A S T J U N E Congress passed the 
new labor law. the Taft-Hartley 
act. It did a number of things. 
It reorganized the National Rela­ 
tions Board (NLRB). The Job of 
the board is to settle labor dis­ 
putes 
between 
employers 
and 
unions. 
In short, It must protect employ­ 
ers from unfair dealings by unions 
and unions from unfairness by em­ 
ployers. 
But, to get this protection of the 
board, the unions must comply with 
the new law in several ways. One 
of them Is this: Before the board 
will 
give 
any 
union 
protection 
against an employer, its officers

must swear they are not Commun­ 
ists. 
Unions with one or more Com­ 
munist officers don’t get board 
protection. There are several such 
unions. 
Unions don’t violate the law if 
their 
officers, even 
though 
not 
Communists, refuse to swear they're 
not. TTtey just don't get board pro­ 
tection. 


B U T A L O N G came Robert L. 
Denham, chief counsel of the labor 
board. He has an Important Job. 
He investigates 
complaints 
that 
come to the board. 
He issued a ruling which said: 
►Ifs not enough for the officers 
of one individual union to swear 
they are not Communists. 
►Before any A.F.L. or C.I.O union 
can get board protection, the top 
officers of the A.F.L. and C.I.O. 
must swear they’re not Commun­ 
ists. 
That’s where the present excite­ 
ment started. 
The top officers of the C I.O. so 
far have not taken the I’m-not-a- 
Communist oath. So, to date, no 
CJ O. union can get board protec­ 
tion. 
Some top A.F.L. officers were 
willing to sign, but John L. Lewis, 
an A.F.L. vice-president and presi­ 
dent of the coal miners, refused to 
sign. 
So, because Mr. Lewis has re­ 
fused 
to go along, 
to date no 
A.F.L. union can get board pro­ 
tection. 
, 
Labor leaders are bitter against 
the new law anyway. Mr. Lewis’s 
move, as made clear in his coal 
miners' Journal, is part of his gen 


era! attack on the law. The journal 
says: 
"Labor must resist with all Its 
strength now while this strangling 
legislation is in its infancy. It can­ 
not comply 
with on e section of 
the law and hope to have effective 
war against other sections.’’

don’t 
share Mr. Lewis’ views. Daniel To­ 
bin, head of the powerful A.F.L. 
team sters’ union, is threatening to 
quit the A.F.L. unless its top of­ 
ficers sign the no-Comraunist state­ 
ment.

Some other A FL. leaders feel 
the same way. They want board 
protection. Right now employers 
can get board protection against 
A.F.L. and CJ O. unions. But not 
one of those unions can get board 
help against employers. 
The A.F.L. will open its conven­ 
tion in San Francisco Oct. 6. the 
C.I.O. convention will start In Bos­ 
ton Oct. 13.

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They Saved Nazi Party 
German Industrialists Oiled War Machine 


( The one American who per­ 
haps has dug derper into h'azi 
tear criminality than any other

T EBANOS, Conn., Oct. 2—Gel- 
I-/ man 
industrialists, 
including 
the I. G. Farhen works officials now 
on trial at Nurenberg, saved the 
Nazi party from collapse in 1932 
and 
underwrote 
the 
conspiracy 
through which Adolf Hitler seized 
control of the government and later 
plunged the world into war. 
Thomas J. Dodd, special ll. S. 
prosecutor in the war crime trials 
which sent IO Nazi military and 
party leaders to the gallows and 
Hermann Goering to suicide, said 
in an exclusive interview with the 
United Press today that not only 
was this true, lint it never had 
been fully realized the vital rote 
that the industrialists played in 
building up the Nazi regime. 
Mr. Dodd, who helped prepare 
the case against the industrialistsj 
and only a week ago was cited 1^' 
the president for his prosecution 
of the Nazi ringleaders, said that 
"being early supporters of Hitler 
and the Nazi party, the industrial­ 
ist* were well acquainted from the 
start with the criminal methods 
of the Nazi conspiracy”. 


“ A8 EARLY A S November, 1932, 
a group of leading German indus­ 
trialists and financiers, including 
many of those no v on trial, signed 
a petitLm to the thpn President 
Paul von Hllidenburg, calling upon 
him to entrust tile chancellorship 
to Hitler. 
That same month, the 
Nazi party suffered reverses at the 
polls. 
Large party bills were un­ 
paid and the party coffers were 
empty. 
Nazism was in a critical 
situation. 
At this crucial moment, 
however, the industrialists rallied 
to the support of the Nazis and 
len t them necessary assistance, fi­ 
nancial and otherwise." 
From then on, Mr. Dodd said, 
the Nazi leaders and industrialists 
worked hand in glove, In complete 
understanding and accord. 
On Feb. 20, 1933, and before the 
German election of March 5, 1933, 
he said: "H itler met with approxi­ 
mately 25 of the leading industri­ 
alists of Germany at Goering’s Ber­ 
lin house. 
Among those present 
were Gustav Krupp and leading 
officials of the I. G. Farhen works. 
Any doubt of the knowledge of the 
Industrialists as to the criminal 
methods of the Nazi conspiracy is 
dispelled by the minutes of this 
meeting." 
Tne minutes showed, he contin 
Bed, that ‘'Hitler announced the 
conspiracy's aim to seize totalitar­ 
ian control over Germany, to de­ 
stroy the parliamentary system , to 
crush all opposition by lorce and 
to restore the power of the Wehr- 
Biacht. 
After Hitler had finished 
speaking, G ustsv Krupp expressed 
to H itler the gratitude bt the in­ 
dustrialists present for having giv­ 
en them such a clear picture of 
his ideas. 


"SHORTLY THEREAFTER, on 
April, 19.‘;3 when Hitler had en­ 
trenched himself in power. Gusts*. 
Krupp. as chairman of the Reich 
Association of German industrial ! 
lets, the largest association of Ger­ 
man 
industrialists, 
submitted 
to 
Hitler the plan of the association 
for the reorganization of German 
Industry, which Krupp stated was 
characterized by the desire to co 
ordinate economic measures and. 
political necessity. 
•'In the plan itself, Krupp stated 
that 'th e turn of political events is 
in line with the wishes which I my 1 
aelt and 
the b.iard or directors 
have cherished for a long tim e’.’’ 
^ 
Gustav Krupp was among the 


first group of war criminals in­ 
dicted, 
but 
his 
prosecution 
was 
postponed because of his health. 
Mr. Dodd said that not only were 
the industrialists "instrumental in 
promoting the accession of Hitler 
to power, hut they played an im­ 
portant aud vital role in the plan 
ning and execution of the Nazi 
plan for aggressive war. They fur­ 
nished 
the 
tools 
of 
aggression 
without which Germany could not 
have initiated and waged aggres­ 
sive war". 


“ In the course of this planting, 
the activities of the Nazi indus­ 
trialists were synchronized closely 
with the military planning or the 
wehrmacht and close liaison was 
established between industrialists 
such as Krupp ann Carbon and the 
German high command. 
Necessar­ 
ily, they were preinformed of pro­ 
jected German military moves. 
“These industrialists,’' Mr. Dodd 
charged, "fashioned the weapons 
of Nazi conquest and they were 
the recipients of the fruits of Nazi 
victory. 
They marched with the 
wehrm acht and

themselves by their unla wfui ac
